Why  Keep  Dress  Standards? 

As  women  of  BYU,  we  might  ask  ourselves  this  ques- 
tion: What  is  the  purpose  of  dress  standards  and  why  are 
they  so  important?  President  David  0.  McKay  has  stated, 
“Modesty,  ‘that  diamond  setting  to  female  beauty,’  is  in  some 
circles  considered  prudish,  puritanic;  and  the  influence  is 
leading  astray  some  of  our  girls  who  are  susceptible  to  the 
influence  of  society.” 

This  university  we  attend  cannot  be  compared  with 
other  universities  in  our  nation.  It  is  a church  university 
and  the  Church  it  represents  is  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  Our  ideals  and  standards  are  higher. 

This  is  a great  challenge  to  women  of  BYU  and  their 
dress.  We  set  the  example  before  the  church  and  the  world. 
The  way  we  dress  represents  our  church  to  the  outside  world. 

A lot  has  been  said  about  dress  standards  and  perhaps 
you  are  getting  tired  of  reading  about  it,  but  the  problem 
still  exists  on  our  campus.  I don’t  believe  the  thing  to  do  is  to 
use  force  such  as  comply  or  else.  The  great  need  is  for  each 
girl  to  feel 'within  herself  the  desire  to  dress  modestly.  When 
each  girl  on  our  campus  can  honestly  feel  this  within,  then , 
we  will  have  solved  the  problem  of  dress  standards. 

-What  do  the  men  of  BYU  think  ? I have  asked  several 
fellows  what  their  opinion  was  on  this  important  matter 
and  their  replies  could  be  summed  up  by  the  response  given 
by  David  Jacobs. 

“I  have  no  desire  to  take  out  a girl  who  is  immod- 
estly dressed.  I feel  that  outward  dress  reflects  in- 
ward thoughts.  This  year  I have  seen  what  I think 
are  violations  of  the  dress  standards  of  our  Church 
at  invitationals  and  school  dances.  There  should  be 
no  excuse  for  the  continuance  of.  this  practice.  We 
are  not  like  the  world  - even  in  our  dress.  I’d  like  to 
compliment  the  majority  of  girls  on  our  campus  for 
their  wholesome,  becoming  and  modest  dress  - we 
fellows  appreciate  it.” 

Why  Comply?  This  is  a question  we  must  ^sk  ourselves 
and  then  make  a decision.

In  1957,  also,  the  name  was 
changed  to  its  present  form,  al- 
though the  purpose  and  course 
offerings  were  not  extensively 
revised.  In  1958  the  department 
began  to  offer  a graduate  minor 
in  the  area,  and  plans  are  in 
the  making  now  to  extend  its 
degree  program.
